• Britain's financial troubles — and what 
is being done about them — affect almost 
everyone in the Commonwealth. Larry Boys 
writes from London . . . 



*pOR you the days 
J- grow longer as sum- 
mer lazily stretches her 
golden limbs. But here in 
Britain the dark nights 
are closing in and we are 
facing up to the bleakest 
winter since the war. 

Fot many mm there wfl! 
be no Christmas cheer, for 
many women no new winter 
coat,, for many children no 
Santa Glaus. 

There will be mas? nn^m- 
ployment — deliberately 
created by a Labor Govern- 
ment, by the heirs of the 
Tol puddle Martyrs. Labor, 
the party of the trade unions 
has frozen wages, forbidden 
new wage claims, and made 
thousands of workers re- 
dundant cpvemighL 

Why? *Ine grim Tacts are 
that Britain is facing bank- 
ruptcy, has been teetering on 
the edge of insolvency for 
years. The nation is simply 
not paying its way. It hajt 
been Living above its income, 
and now the reckon big has 
come 

The pound sterling is 
under severe international 
fMaswe , and the tale of the 
pwmd affects you in Aus- 
tralia every hit as much as 
it docs the Birmingham 
housewife, struggling to make 
ends meet on ber husband's 
dole money. 

Australia is in ihr ster- 
ling area, as are moat Com- 
monwealth tuitions- Britain 
acts as the sterling banker, 
and the bulk of Australia's 
reserves are held in sterling. 

So, if the pound were de- 
valued, the repercussions 
would be fcU from May fair 
to Toorak, from Stepney to 
Wooiloomooloo. 

When Labor came to 
power two years ago, the 
nation had a balance of pay- 
menu deficit or £750 mil- 
lion sterling. In other words, 
Britain had spent £750 mil- 
lion more than she had 
earned, 

Some arjrned that - this 
deficit could be turned into 
a surplus with one stroke 
of the pen — by Britain for- 
saking her world role, with- 
drawing from her Far East- 
ern bases, bringing the 



troops home from Germany, 
and giving up all pretensions 
to an independent nuclear 
deterrent. 

This would be a dear sav- 
ing nf £2000 million a year, 
Bui no British Govern- 
ment — not even a socialist 
government — could bring 
itself to abdicate all respon- 
sibility for peacekeeping in 
the far-rlim e trouble spots 
of the world- 
lier allies trust her to keep 
faith — and Britain's "pres- 
ence" in the Far East is one 
good reason why the United 
States has rallied the strength 
of the dollar behind the 
pound and helped fight off 
the attacks on sterling 

So the money cannot be 
saved on defence spending. 
It has to be saved at home, 
and tu do this Britain has 
had to face the economic 
facts of life, to put an end 
to the spiral of wages chas- 
ing prices and prices cfca&mii 
wages, to divert labor from 
^soft* 1 to k *hard v industries 
to rrduce home consumption 
and increase exports. 

First ami-inflation meas- 
ures were in increasr all 
forms of taxation, to put up 
the excise on alcohol and 
tobacco (a packet of 20 cig- 
arettes now costs 5/5 sterl- 
ing J . to clamp down nn hire 
purchase* and to raise the 
bank rate (7 percent),

Theatres; Both ctnemai 
and theatres report falling 
attendances. 

Television: Facing lean 
limes. Demand for new sets 
almost at a standstill. Ad- 
vertising is falling off. 

The City: Everyone wary. 
Share trading timid. Value 
of ordinary shares traded in 
. Sep i ember was lowest for 
two years. 

By the turn ol the year 
there will not be many 
notches left in the belt to 
tighten. It is now frank and 
clear that Britain - is facing 
her toughest economic test 
since the peat ckpresawn of 
the late m and early '30*. 

This, in the year when 
"swinging London" set the 
world by the ears, has set 
the sages thinking: 

The mini -skirled Rappers

INSPIRED planning and meticulous use of ground space 
I on a tiny piece of land have provided o new and exciting 
design for urban iMng in Mr. and Mrs. Philip Jacobsen's 
home in North Adelaide, 

Built on o narrow block with a 25-foot frontage and 
a depth of 1 20 feet, the property contains, incredibly, 
two courtyards, a carport, swimming-pool, swimmers' 
change room, toll trees, and a comfortable, five- roomed 
house of * two floors. 

The architects, Dickson and Ptalten, achieved all this 
by making the most of every foot of the area and by over- 
lapping on the next-door property, so that a three -foot- 
wide passageway, covered by first-floor walk- in wardrobes 
extending from both houses, is shared with neighbors 
without any Sacrifice of privacy for either home. 

The architects, who also designed neighbors Mr and 
Mrs. H. C. Kennedy's house, obtoined special permission 
from the Adelaide City Council to erect two houses on the 
two narrow blocks, which together mode a site of only 6000 
square feet. A minimum site area of 3960 feet is normally 
required. 

The three- foot -wtde passageway provides access to the 
rear gardens; the houses are staggered in plan, shortening 
the link between them to give complete privacy. 

Small screened entrance courtyards are formed in the 
space between the houses ond the separately built carports 
ond stores. This increases the privacy from the street, 

A front-gate buzzer (with transmitter system to the 
inside of the house} announces callers, who are admitted 
through o hEgh wooden gate to the walled courtyard lead- 
ing to the front door. 

The houses ore in red brick, exposed as facework bath 
inside ond out. In the furnishing and decor, Mrs. Jocobsen 
concentrated an a variety of textures to enhance and be 
enhanced by the rich tone of the red brick walls. 

The concrete floor is covered in slate, left bore in 
summer and carpeted with seaweed -green rugs in winter. 
In summer, too, the black-slated courtyard seen through 
the picture windows appears as an extension of the in- 
side flooring and gives an impression of distance. 

How to place a swimming-pool in a back garden 25ft. 
wide and less than 50ft, deep (the swimmers' change 
room takes up ten feet of the depth) presented a problem, 
especially since it had to be three feet away from the 
site boundaries to comply with council regulations. 

This was overcome with a design of three different- 
sized rectangles staggered to make what Mrs. Jacobsen 
calls a "spearhead" shape. 

A massive gum tree fit was another problem in the 
planning of the swimming-pool] shades the back court- 
yard, and a targe jacaranda, carefully preserved in its 
place on the site, btaoms purple-blue from a far corner 
of the garden. 

On a bright day the sunlight streams in through the 
rear windows and highlights the sun colors in the house 
— golds, oranges, greens, ochre, and mustard,

Tough, 
iw soils arc best left for a day ur 
:w\t after vain or waxcringj ao the soil 
i l i Inst its stickiness but i* still damp. 
A literal dressing nf rnrnpofi or 
ular fibrous material will keep ihr 
ni in a free, crumbly stair and help 
indy soilv to hold moist hit A dress- 
oi lime before wwim; %> tJl improve 
,tUs in ail but alkaline inland areas 
nie Adelaide plain. Use about 2-3rd 
of garden lime to iht sq. yd_, a little 
nicjft in the acid sandstnnr regions. Add 
mipJc-tc plant food (about I -Sid cup 
h j yd normally, but check rrrcim- 
ndaiionc on package i 
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Garden lime- (ground ItmcsLunc) and 
fc ili list i rap W applied together safely. 
Rake these into the surface, except where 
carrots or parsnips are grown; then mix 
in evenly to a depth of about Siil 

Finn the soil by lightly treading the 
plot, rake the surface even, and you 
are ready to flow. 

SWEET CORN 

Plant in a block of several short rows, 
about Itfin. apart, to help toward better 
pollination and well -filled cobs To 
avoid wide gaps where Rcrnrination has 
failed, sow two seeds about (|in. deep 
at intervals nf lit. ijang the mws. 

Soak dir plams each week, or more 
frequently in dry. sandy soils .Alter the 
plant* are about three weeks old, water 
them once a fortnight with one of the 
packcted, complete liquid manure*. 

The eorti is ready when the cob's silky 
tassel is starting lu wither. Cheek its 
eating qualities by puncturing :i grain 
with your s tunc mail. In 111 ptmw, the 
grain should contain a creamy fluid. 
If it a thin and milky, thr rob is im- 
mature. If it is set, and doesn't flow, 
it's not worth crooking, it's tough, and 
strictly lor lite birds! 

Varieties: Sometimes rubs marketed 
arc ordinary field maii'c T and lack the 
fine flavor of true sweet corn. Gohfe** 
Bantam is an old favonle sweet GOfXl, 
but largely superseded by hybrid type? 
such as Golden Cross Ban rain or Tochicf. 
which have i^nod flavor and yield more 
heavily, 

SQUASH 

Custard squash such as Golden Bush 
nr White Bush are at their hen if picked 
at the button stage about 2 or 3 in. 
across — and boiled whole. Skin, seed*, 
and tlesh are soft and edible, with a 
sweet, nutty flavor not unlike sweet corn. 

Squail i revels in a warm, sunny 
poii Li on. Allow about three plants to 
j "Hill" or mound, spaced about 6ft. 
apart. The bill is a mound about 2Jt. 
across, built up 4 or Sin. higher than thr 



surrounding soil and dished in the centre 
tike a saucer. The seeds are sown toward 
thr edge on ike higher part. Thus the 
crown of the plain can stay dry while 
water soaks deeply around the root area. 

Fill the centre of the mound wirh a 
nhrnus compost, and water will toak in 
without puddling the surrounding soil. 
The compost nourishes as it rots down. 

Sow the seeds I i in. deep, about eight 
to a hiu\ thin seedlings to three or four 

To defeat soil fungus, which spoilt 
the teed, dust thrm prior to planting 
with Zineb, TMTD, or a complete 
fungicide such as rose spray. Plaic 
abnut i teaspoon of fungicide powder in 
the packet with the seed, hold rioted, 
shake for a few second* until the seed 
is coated. 

Squash, marrows, and most vine crops 
carry iiiale and female flowers. The 
female, distinguished by the bulbous 
swefung at the base of the flower, bears 
the Crop. Where bees arc absent, the 
centres of the female Bowers may need 
to be dusted with poflen from the males, 
DDI can upset most of the vine crops 
in this group, and prevent bearing. 

Pears and disease; Pumpkin, beetle or 
j ?{-'.{».■ i ladybird may attack the plants. 
Control with derru or maUlkuwi avoid- 
ing DDT. 

Powdery mildew (a powdery, grey 
film over the foliage) is most likely lo 
occur in plants grown under sheltered 
Conditions where thr foliage is fre- 
quently moist. Spray with copper oxy- 
chloride, bordeaux, or dust wim mlphnr. 

MARROWS 

Thrse are most delirious when only 
a or 6i n . lony. While Bush and Zuceini 
are the most popular — Zuceini has dark 
green ikin. Both are running bush types, 
and (over only 2 to *S sq. ft. Grow a* 
fur squash, 

PUMPKINS 

Treat as for squash. Older types 
such as Queensland Blue, Triamblc, need 
plenty nl space for the vines to run. 

Some new varieties make relalively 
compart plants oxer about G sq. ft. Try 



Baby Blue, a rounded type averaging 
about 3 lb, in weight, and Butternut, a 
yellow -skinned, pear-shaped little pump- 
kin, rarely over I J lb. Both types are 
dry, with a pleasant nutty flavor. 
BEANS 

Beans yield so much for very little 
effort and outlay. They may \yc sown in 
cool lo temperate areas fmrn now until 
February, and most of the year in warm 
northern districts. 

Instead of planting large a real, plant 
8 to l{)ft. of row every fortnight. This 
will keep thr average family in fresh 
beans through summer. When the 
plants are about half-grown, as flower- 
ing commences, give a second dressing 
of complete fertiliser, sprinkled lightly 
on ruber side of the row, (About one 
eup to & in 3 Oft nf row ) In warm 
weather, beans mature about 10 weeks 
from sowing. 

Varieties: Many fine dwarf varieties 
of frrncb beam are adaptable to all dis- 
tricts. Brown-seeded type* such as Wind- 
sor Long Pod, Royal Windsor, Brown 
Beauty, and Srrmgless Tendergrcen arc 
usually favored for mid -season planting, 
maiming during heatwave conditions. 

Red - seeded types (fiawLesbury 
Wonder, Weill ng: Ion Wonder, etc) are 
inclined lo drop iheir flowers in severe 
heat, but they are sometimes preferred 
for planling early and late in the eeason 

CLIMBERS: Epicure, once the most 
popular climber, is superseded by types 
with more rust resistance and compar- 
able eating qualities, Westralia h the 
most fKitstaitding of these. 

Purple King is also popular. The skin 
is bright purple, but changes to rich 
green when cooked. It has 5 ood eating 
qualities, hul is subject to nut in humid 
areas. Pale Blue l-ake is a vigorous, 
prolific. He±hy, stringJrss climber. In 
humid coastal areas it* yield is some 
lime* rut by rust attack, but it gives a 
worthwhile account of itself before it 
gives in. Scarlet Runner is a perennial 
suited lo cool climates only. It does nut 
set beans under hot conditions.
